In summary , Mr. HD1E advised that being independently 
wealthy and because of his many connections in the writing 
and movie fields, tie could afford to spend the sum of $25,000 
for information which would result in the location of the 
three bodies. He advised ae had bought information in the past 
from subjects of cases, law enforcement officers and others 
and that he believed if be could be directed to an attorney 
in Neshoba County, he could make his own arrangements and 
would notify the FBI when he was ready to consulate the deal 
and lead us to the bodies. 

£F%, asked him what his sstiv® was sad he stated he had ^)( 7)/c) 
no personal active other than he believed it would be a good 
thing for the United States, the State of Mississippi and itnr 
enforcement to locate the bodies; that it would not be his 
personal money being spent; and that he felt a writer would be 
in a better position to obtain information than could repre- 
sentatives of law enforcement , on this basis.
